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JNT AND THE 23rd SEASON 

Like most rumors, the one we re- 

“ported on some months back (and 

largely discounted), regarding the 
state of the 23rd season of Doctor 
Who, had a few grains of truth in if. 

At a recent convention appear- 
ance, producer John Nathan- 
Turner told the crowd that the sea- 
son which began production in 
March will consist of just 14 episodes, 
produced with the same budget as 
а 26-episode season. That matches 
the rumor. However, confrary to the 
rumor, there will be no 2-part stories, 
and definitely no story called "Gallit- 
rey" (The rumor mill had it that an 
adventure by that title would be the 
final story of the seaon and possibly 
the final DWstory ever.) 

Speculation is running rampant on 
the reasons for the unusual budget- 
İng —14 episodes that will cost the 
same as 26, One factor may be an 
attempt to improve the look of the 
show by pouring more money into 
each 25-minute segment, hoping 
that will improve the ratings in Britain 
(low ratings being one of the reasons 
for the production delay in the first 
place). 

JNT would not discuss specific 
story titles and authors beyond that, 
as more scripts have been commis- 
sioned than will be used, in.order to 
let him and script editor Eric Sa- 
ward pick and choose the best. 
Nathan-Turner would like the season 
to have an umbrella theme, but said 
the only returning villain is Sil (“Уеп- 
geance on Varos")— "After being off 
the air for 12 months,” he explained, 
"you can't come back with the same. 
villains. The press will say, Why have. 
we waited so long?' " That means а 


season without the Master, for the 
first time since JNT took over as 
producer. A planned Celestial Toy- 
maker script is on hold; JNT still 
likes it, but says he doesn't think he 
can use if right away.
